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International 
students  begin 
cultural  shift

For  new  international  students,  ad¬ 
justing  to  college  in  the  United  States 
may  take  longer  than  traditional  fresh¬ 
men  and  transfer  students. 

To  accommodate  these  students' 
needs,  Multicultural  Affairs  sponsored 
an  international  student  orientation 
Monday  and  Tuesday. 

During  the  orientation,  nine  interna¬ 
tional  students  from  China,  Germany, 
Honduras  and  Japan  learned  about 
Northwest  and  U.S.  culture  from  various 
speakers.  Residential  Life,  Campus 
Safety  and  student  organization  leaders 
were  among  those  who  spoke. 

The  orientation  also  targeted  interna¬ 
tional  students  already  attending  North¬ 
west  to  let  them  know  about  changes  in 
Multicultural  Affairs,  its  new  location 
and  personnels,  said  Negar  Davis,  Inter- 
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national  Programs  and  Multicultural  Af¬ 
fairs  director. 

"I  would  like  to  have  all  students  be 
aware  of  all  the  services  that  we  pro¬ 
vide,”  Davis  said,  who  took  over  the  po¬ 
sition  of  director  one  month  ago. 

Davis  said  new  international  students 
need  extra  time  to  prepare  before  the  se¬ 
mester  bOgins. 

“It’s  very  overwhelming  at  first  when 
students  arrive  here  for  the  very  first 
time — it's  a  whole  new  educational  sys¬ 
tem  and  new  environment,"  Davis  said. 
"I  think  it’s  very  important  that  they  hear 
various  things  more  than  just  once." 

Marco  Classen,  an  exchange  student 
from  Germany,  agreed  with  Davis.  He 
said  the  orientation  was  useful  because 
"so  many  things  are  new  for  me.” 

Davis  said  she  would  like  to  receive 
feedback  from  participants  to  make  the 
orientation  “more  attractive  and  appeal¬ 
ing"  for  international  students.

Although  the  service  is 
not  just  for  after  the  li¬ 
brary  closes.  Green  said 
people  can  call  for  a  ride 
if  they  have  health  prob¬ 


lems  or  if  it  is  too  cold. 

Freshman  seminar  in¬ 
structor  Jody  Strauch  said 
she  is  pleased  with  the  new 
programs. 

"I  think  it  is  really  cool,” 
Strauch  said.  "These  kids 
are  living  on  their  own  now, 
and  they  need  to  know  the 
law,  and  that  things  like 
drugs  are  not  just  uncool, 
they're  illegal.’’

From  1921  to  1974  both  the  men’s 
and  women’s  athletic  teams  were 
known  as  the  Mules.  CMSU’s  news¬ 
paper,  the  Muleskinner,  sponsored  a 
contest  to  name  the  women’s  ath¬ 
letic  teams.  The  Jennies  were  cho¬ 
sen  from  34  entries. 

Emporia  State 

Location:  Emporia,  Kan. 

Colors:  Old  Gold  &  Black 
Mascot:  Hornets 

Emporia  used  two  mascots  before 
deciding  on  their  current  one. 

At  first  they  were  called  the  Yaps 
because  of  the  amount  of  yapping 
the  students  did  during  class  in  the 
1930s.  Next,  the  name  was  changed 
to  the  Yellow  Jackets  because  of  the 
yellow  and  black  striped  sweaters 
the  men  wore  in  the  ’30s.  The  cur¬ 
rent  name  came  in  1936  when,  to 
save  space  in  headlines,  Yellow  Jack¬ 
ets  was  changed  to  Hornets.  The 
mascot’s  name  is  Corky. 

Lincoln  University 

Location:  Jefferson  City 
Colors:  Navy  Blue  &  White 
Mascot:  Blue  Tigers 

The  history  of  the  mascot  for  Lin¬ 
coln  University,  the  Blue  Tigers,  goes 
back  to  1974  when  Jack  Gutherie, 
sports  editor  for  the  News  Tribune  in 
Jefferson  City,  noticed  the  confusion 
his  readers  could  be  having  when  he 
referred  to  Lincoln  as  the  Tigers. 
Aside  from  Lincoln,  the  University  of 


Missouri-Columbia  and  several 
high  school  teams  shared  the  nick¬ 
name. 

Gutherie  began  to  refer  to  Lin¬ 
coln  as  the  Blue  Tigers  in  his  col¬ 
umns  because  of  their  school  colors. 
The  name  stuck. 

Missouri  Western 
Location:  St,  Joseph 
Colors:  Black  &  Gold 
Mascot:  Griffons/Lady  Griffons 
Missouri  Western’s  Griffon  is  a 
mythical  creature  with  a  lion’s  body 
and  the  head  and  wings  of  an  eagle. 
It  represents  the  strength  of  a  lion 
and  the  skill  and  cunning  of  an  eagle. 

Missouri  Southern 
Location:  Joplin 
Colors:  Green  &  Gold 
Mascot:  Lions/Lady  Lions 

How  did  Missouri  Southern  get 
their  mascot?  We  don’t  know.  Infor¬ 
mation  sources  at  the  school  were 
unable  to  tell  us  why  they  are  the  Li¬ 
ons.  So  much  for  school  heritage. 

Pittsburg  State 

Location:  Pittsburg,  Kan. 

Colors:  Crimson  &  Gold 
Mascoti'Gorillas 

Gus  the  Gorilla  has  been  Pitt 
State’s  mascot  since  1920  when  a 
group  of  male  students  was  dissat¬ 
isfied  with  the  state  of  school  spirit 
and  organized  itself  as  the  Gorillas, 
’20s  slang  for  roughnecks. 

Pitt  State  is  the  only  college  or 
university  in  the  nation  to  have  the 
Gorilla  as  their  mascot  for  both  their 
men’s  and  women’s  teams. 


Southwest  Baptist 

Location:  Bolivar 
Colors:  Purple  &  White 
Mascot:  Bearcats /Lady  Bearcats 
We  aren’t  the  only  Bearcats 
around.

The  Northwest  Bearcats  have 
been  members  of  the  Mid- 
America  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  since  1912. 

Northwest,  then  known  as  the 
Fifth  District  Normal  School  of 
Missouri,  was  a  charter  member 
of  the  Missouri  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Conference,  as  it  was 
then  known. 

1  The  only  other  surviving  char¬ 
ter  members  are  Central  Mis¬ 
souri  and  Northeast  Missouri, 
now  known  as  Truman  State. 

From  1935  to  1970,  the  size  of 
the  conference  remained  con¬ 
stant  with  the  Missouri  School  of 
Mines,  now  the  University  of 


Missouri-Rolla,  which  joined  in 
1935,  and  Lincoln  University, 
which  came  in  during  the  1970 
school  year. 

In  1980,  the  University  of  Mis- 
souri-St.  Louis  joined  the  MIAA, 
followed  by  Southwest  Baptist  six 
years  later. 

In  1989,  Missouri  Western  en¬ 
tered  the  conference  along  with 
Missouri  Southern,  Pittsburg 
State  and  Washburn. 

Emporia  State  became  the 
12th  school  to  enter  the  confer¬ 
ence  in  1991. 

However,  in  1595  UMSL 
dropped  out  of  the  MIAA,  leav¬ 
ing  11  teams.
